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1 EXECUTIVE SUMMARY 


In December 1998, the Firearms Act was brought into force and took many of the administrative and 
regulatory elements of firearms control out of the Criminal Code. Under this legislation individuals are 
required to have a valid firearms licence in order to possess or acquire firearms, business must possess a 
valid licence if they engage in activities related to firearms and all firearms (i.e. non-restricted, restricted, 
and prohibited) must be registered. 


On October 25, 2011 the Government tabled Bill C-19 designed to achieve the Government’s 
longstanding commitment to remove the requirement for individuals and businesses to register non- 
restricted firearms. An Implementation Plan was developed in October 2011 to proactively position the 
Canadian Firearms Program (CFP) to support the changes to the Firearms Act and associated 
Regulations introduced by Bill C-19. Bill C19 received Royal Assent on April 5, 2012. 


Phase Ill of the Implementation Plan is to delete (purge) all data associated to non-restricted firearm 
registration records collected since the coming into force of the Firearms Act on December 1, 1998. 


Note: The requirement for the deletion of non restricted registration data is the deletion (purge) of all non 
restricted firearm data except for records that are associated to a business or individual who resides 
within the province of Quebec. 


The RCMP CFP data store is the Canadian Firearms Information System (CFIS). As a first phase to the 
purge of long gun data, the non restricted firearm information in CFIS was “expired” on May 20, 2012, 
resulting in the information being removed from the Canadian Firearms Registry On-Line (CFRO). 


The final phase and subject of this document is the complex process required to develop, test and verify 
the complete deletion of the targeted data. All data of all types related to non restricted firearms 
registered to businesses and individuals must be deleted from all databases and system files. All current 
data not targeted by C-19 must be retained such that the remaining responsibilities under the Firearms 
Act and Regulations are fully supported. All CFIS internal and public web applications must continue to 
function to support the Canadian Firearms Program. 


From June to October 2012, three test cycles were run in test environments created to represent CFIS 
production data) The RCMP Chief Information Officer (CIO) Sector and the CFP worked together to 
ensure that the targeted data was deleted by the purge scripts and the rest of the data and system 
functionality was not affected by the delete. Each cycle of testing improved the accuracy and performance 
of the scripts such that the final cycle showed 100% pass of all tests executed. 


During a four day period, from Friday October 26, 2012, at 00:01 to Monday October 29, 2012, at 23:59, 
the non restricted firearm records were deleted from CFIS production, excluding those for Quebec. During 
the period from October 22 to October 31, 2012 all system backup tapes and files were deleted. 


This document details the requirement for the delete, the strategy established to develop and test the 
delete and the results of the entire exercise. The document is organized sequentially starting with the 
requirements, preparation and set up and continuing through the three test cycles and the ultimate 
implementation of the purge. Details of test plans, test cases and test results are documented. 
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The comparison of aggregate reports before and after the purge was employed as the primary 
methodology to confirm the complete delete. The below tables provide a “snap shot” of the CFIS data 
taken immediately prior to the deletion execution as well as the exact same “snap shot’ taken 
immediately following the deletion execution.

In addition to non restricted firearms in Quebec, the only non restricted firearm records retained in CFIS 
(not shown in this table) are those that support the Public Agency Regulations. 


While all official registration records were destroyed as of November 1, 2012, certain known data with 
exceptional anomalies required clean up after the purge. This cleanup was completed by November 13, 
2012. 


« 1,284 non restricted firearm records were not deleted by October 31, 2012. These records were 
associated to 64 transfer applications (set for refusal) that were not completed (therefore no 
registration certificate was issued) as well as 1,220 non restricted registration records associated 
to non residents (non Canadian) clients. These 1,284 records maintain unexpected anomalies 
(corrupt data issues) which prevented the deletion execution of the record. These records were 
isolated for delete (therefore inaccessible to end user) on November 1, 2012 and were 
subsequently deleted on November 13, 2012.

e During the purge exercise a table in the CFIS database was determined to contain partial non 
restricted firearm descriptions that were contained within an issued “revocation notice’. The 
619,465 partial firearm records were not accessible to an end user since the delete had removed 
the primary registration record. A custom delete script was developed and the notice records 
were deleted from CFIS on November 13, 2012. 


e Images of firearm related applications (paper) were slated for delete by October 31" but required 
additional time due to file size. The delete scripts continued to run until the images were all 
deleted by November 13, 2012. 


e Previously protected firearms that had been returned to their owners required an additional 
process to re-link them to the last public agency that had them in custody. This process was 99% 
complete by October 31, 2012 and the links were finished on November 6, 2012. 


« The records for non restricted firearms registered to clients that move out of Quebec will be 
deleted daily as will any non restricted firearm records related to firearms outside of Quebec that 
are reclassified from restricted or prohibited to non restricted. 


In summary: 


605,359,473 rows of data across 86 database tables were deleted October 26 to 29th, representing 
approximately 31% of the entire CFIS production system pre-purge. An additional 5,364,851 rows 
were deleted through the post purge cleanup for a total of 610,724,324. 


8,050,453 non restricted firearm records and 11,914,944 non restricted firearm application records 
were deleted. 


916,023 firearm application images were deleted 
The data contained within four test databases was copied over with post purge production data 


Fourteen backup tapes stored by Library and Archives Canada were returned to the RCMP and 
destroyed including weekly and one annual backup tape 


All weekly and daily backup tapes stored by the RCMP Datacentre were destroyed 


All extracts files created to produce registration certificates and Firearm Identification Number (FIN) 
stickers were destroyed 


Business intelligence reporting database and data stores were destroyed or copied over with post 
purge data

2 PURGE REQUIREMENT SUMMARY 


2.1 Requirement Background 


Bill C-19, designed to achieve the Government's commitment to remove the requirement for individuals 
and businesses to register non-restricted firearms, received Royal Assent on April 5"", 2012. 


The Province of Quebec filed an injunction on April 3, 2012, to appeal Bill C19. A Court Order issued by 
the Quebec Superior Court requires that residents of Quebec continue to register non-restricted firearms. 
The Canadian Firearms Program (CFP) was instructed not to apply the Bill C19 changes to businesses 
and individuals residing in Quebec. 


This document addresses one of the major elements directed by C19, namely the requirement to delete 
(purge) all data associated to the non-restricted firearm registration records collected since the coming 
into force of the Firearms Act on December 1, 1998. 


The firearms registration data is housed within the Canada Firearms Information System (CFIS) and is 
transferred to Canadian Firearms Registry On-Line (CFRO) for query access by the police community. 


As a first phase to the purge of long gun data, the non restricted firearm information outside of the 
province of Quebec was changed to “expired” statuses on May 20, 2012, resulting in the information 
being inactive in CFIS and not available for transactions. This update resulted in the same data being 
deleted from the CFRO police system. 


2.2 Testing Scope 
The scope of testing included in this test plan is as follows: 


>» The deletion of all data related to non restricted firearms registered to businesses and individuals 
residing outside of the province of Quebec 
- Delete targeted data as stored in the CFIS production database, 
- Delete targeted data as stored in CFIS test databases 
- Delete CFIS backups and archived databases 
- Delete targeted data stored in business intelligence databases, data stores and reports 


>» The retention of all current data not targeted under C19 and the Quebec injunction 
- Retain all data related to restricted and prohibited firearms 
- Retain all data related to licensing and authorisations 
- Retain all data related to public agency and protected firearms of all classes 


» Preserve CFIS application and web functionality to support legislative requirements: 
- All systems continue to support the requirements for licensing and authorisation 
- All systems support the requirements related to restricted and prohibited firearms 
- All systems continue to support the Public Agency Regulations 
- All systems continue to support the processing of non restricted firearm transactions for 
clients within the province of Quebec. 
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3 TESTING STRATEGY 


This document outlines the testing strategy, test plan and test results employed to ensure that the non 
restricted firearm information in CFIS was deleted as directed by Bill C19 and related court orders. 


3.1 Testing Objectives 


The primary test objective was to ensure that all non-restricted firearms information, held in CFP systems 
was permanently deleted such that no trace would exist in the RCMP-CFP automated systems and 
databases. Exceptions included non restricted firearms records associated to businesses or individuals 
that reside in the province of Quebec; and non restricted firearms recorded in Public Agency inventories 
as agency or protected firearms. 


3.2 Testing Approach 


The CFP worked closely with the RCMP Chief Information Officer (ClO) Sector throughout the testing 
initiative to provide clarification about the requirement to delete non-restricted firearm records and to 
verify that the targeted records were deleted. 


The CFP defined data purge requirement and the ClO-Sector developed the technical scripts required to 
delete the data. Testing occurred in three trials or test cycles. Analysis of the test results following the 
delete for each test cycle was documented and used to ensure that subsequent test cycle results 
progressed toward the objective. 


Three cycles of testing were planned and conducted starting in June 2012 and continuing until October 
2012. The first cycle of testing was completed by the ClO-Sector and CFP-HQ and the second cycle 
included additional user acceptance testers (UAT) from the operational organisations of the CFP; Central 
Processing, Chief Firearms Offices and the Canadian Firearms Registry. Cycle three was primarily a final 
performance or “dry run” to verify that the delete could be processed in the planned implementation 
window. 


“Before” and “after” reports were used to support that the purge was effective and that only the targeted 
data was deleted. The ClO-Sector ran “before” reports with aggregated data calculated by firearm class, 
firearm application type, firearm status and province. The same reports were run after the delete scripts 
were executed in the test environment. The ClO-Sector and CFP-HQ conducted separate analysis 
comparing the before and after reports to confirm that the results supported the testing objective. 


Before and after functionally testing was also conducted by CFP-HQ and the operational organisations to 
confirm that the CFIS and related web applications functioned correctly with and without the non- 
restricted data. 


Backups and copies of all types were identified by the ClO-Sector and the Business Intelligence (Bl) 
teams. These teams developed plans for destruction of these sources and confirmed to CFP when the 
copies had been destroyed. 
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3.3. Test Environments 


The test environment created and maintained by the ClO-Sector is a true copy of the CFIS production 
database with all CFIS software installed to process and access information to simulate the CFP system 
supported operational functionality. The test database labelled cfrsqcbc was used by the ClO-Sector for 
testing the delete and by the CFP-UAT team for user acceptance and HQ verification testing. 


3.4 Assumptions 


The requirement in terms of what is to be deleted will not change. The requirement detailed in section six 
is summarised as: 


- data records related to non restricted firearms, registrations and transactions associated to 
individual and business clients, with the exception of clients that reside in the province of Quebec 


- non restricted firearm records reported by public agencies will be retained 


- the history of firearms reported as protected - custody will be retained but their ownership records 
will be purged 


ClO-Sector and CFP resources assigned to this project will continue to be available throughout the work 
period 


The development, testing and implementation effort will require five months from June 1", 2012 to 
October 31", 2012. 


Preliminary work initiated in April and May will be utilized. 


Lessons learned from the months of testing prior to the expiry of non restricted firearm records May 20" 
2012, is acknowledged as critical to the short period required to prepare for and implement the purge. 
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4 TEST TEAM 


4.1 Participants 


This document focuses on the testing completed by the CFP resources as User Acceptance Testers. It is 
acknowledged that the ClO-Sector also conduct tests prior to and concurrent with the CFP testers and 
share test results with the CFP team. Business Intelligence resources will participate in their area of 
expertise. 

4.1.1 CFP Resources 


Resources from the CFP made up the User Acceptance Testing Team. Members of the team included 
two resources from CFP HQ, two from Chief Firearm’s Offices, two from the Central Processing Site and 
two from the Canadian Firearms Registry. The eight participants are very Knowledgeable and 
experienced with the CFIS and familiar with the firearm data. At each location various specialists were 
invited to assist with the testing in support of the UAT team members. 

4.1.2 ClO-Sector Resources 


A number of ClO-Sector technical resources supported the testing initiative including: Systems support 
team leader, system architect/designer, developers, release management, testers and data base 
administrators. 


CFP and ClO-Sector worked together validating data to ensure that only the data targeted for purge was 
deleted. 

4.1.3 Bl Resources 
Business Intelligence resources included the team leader and Cognos developer assigned to this project. 


4.2 Test Team Roles and Responsibilities 


4.2.1 CFP-HQ Responsibilities

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6 C-19 DETAILED PURGE REQUIREMENT 


The following details were provided to the ClO-Sector to define the requirements to purge non restricted 
firearm information according to the directive of Bill C-19. 


In all cases the requirement applies only to firearms registered to individuals and businesses outside of 
the province of Quebec. Where not specified this exception should be assumed. 


6.1 Purge CFIS Data - Delete non restricted firearm records of all kinds 


» Delete all data from the CFIS database that are associated to the non-restricted registration records 
for individuals and businesses collected since the coming into force of the Firearms Act on December 
1, 1998, except for records related to clients residing in the province of Quebec. 


>» Where the client record does not have a residential address/province, use the mailing address to 
determine if the firearm is in Quebec. 


>» If the mailing/residential/foreign address is outside Canada delete the record. 
» Do not delete non restricted firearms recorded in CFIS for agency and protected inventories. 


Notes: 
o Alllicence related data/information is to be retained 
o All data/information related to restricted/prohibited firearms to be retained 
o All CFIS functionality must continue to work correctly including web apps

Some statuses listed no longer exist because of the “expire” of non restricted firearm 
records in May 2012.

6.3 Delete applications and other transactions associated to non restricted 
firearms: 


6.3.1 Application and Transaction types to be deleted: 


Where the application or transaction was created to support the registration of a non restricted 
firearm, that application, the application history and all records of the transaction are to be deleted 
including: 


> Delete all FIN reprint requests 


> Delete all registration reprint requests 


» Delete transfer applications at all statuses including work in process (WIP) (if non-restricted 
firearms only) 


- transfer notices related to non restricted firearm transfers 


- Where a transfer application includes non-restricted and other firearm classes, purge 
the non restricted firearm application records and retain the restricted or prohibited. 


>» Delete firearm description change applications at all statuses (including WIP) 
» Delete registration applications and firearm applications at all statuses including WIP 


- Where a registration application includes non-restricted and other firearm classes, 
purge the non restricted firearm application records and retain the restricted or 
prohibited. 


>» Delete all notifications related to non restricted firearms 
- — lf aCFIS notification has a non restricted FIN, delete that notification irrespective of 
the type of notification 


Notes: 
Eligibility records do not require deletion when they are not linked to firearm class. For 
licence eligibility failures and for firearm failures that show only firearm number and not 
firearm details or class, no delete of the eligibility record is required. 


6.3.2 Exception to the delete — public agency firearm records 


» Retain non restricted firearm records within public agency and protected inventories 
» For public agency firearms retain the firearm and the agency details but not the history of 
ownership if firearm the originated with a business or individual 
» For protected inventories retain the firearm record but not the ownership detail history related 
to businesses or individuals that previously registered these firearms. 
- Non restricted firearms reported by Public Agencies as protected via the Public 
Agency Web Services (PWS) remain in the protected inventories until they are either 
deleted from the inventory or they are reported as destroyed. Therefore CFIS will 
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have non-restricted firearms at status “protected — custody’ and that status will 
become "expired" when it is deleted from the inventory (police give it back to owner); 
or the status may be changed to "destroyed", “exported”, “lost” or “stolen”. These 
firearm will be reported as “previously protected” 
>» Non restricted Agency Firearms will remain in CFIS as belonging to the agency. The 
agencies will report the firearms via PWS as “known” when they acquire them. From this 
status they may be transferred to another agency and remain "known" or the status may 
be change to "destroyed", "exported", “lost” or “stolen”. If the agency deletes the firearm 
from the inventory because the agency returns it to a business the status becomes 
“expired”.

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7 CIO-SECTOR TECHNICAL DESIGN SOLUTION FOR DELETE REQUIREMENT 


7.1. Technical Overview 


The purge of non restricted firearms data is being implemented with the use of Oracle's CTAS 
mechanism (Create Table As Select). With this, a completely new table is created in a single statement 
that selects all non-long gun data from a specified existing CFIS database table. The basic structure of 
the table is duplicated via the statement. 


Those tables that are ineligible for this technique under Oracle are purged in three steps: 
- Oracle's datapump utility is used to extract non-long-gun data into flat files, 
- The old tables full of long gun and non long gun data are removed from the database, 
- The flat files of non long gun data are reloaded into newly created tables. 


Once all eighty-six CFIS tables subject to purging are recreated with long gun related data omitted and 
basic content verification is done, the original tables are removed from the database, and the new 
database tables without non restricted firearm records renamed to the original name, so that the CFIS 
and web applications continue to function correctly. 


Related attributes and objects not automatically generated by CTAS (indexes, constraints, triggers, data 
defaults, materialized views and logs, and grants) are re-created for the new tables, and their structures 
verified by comparing physical data models generated before and after the purge. 


7.2 ClO-Sector Execution Plan 


» The execution of the data purge in production was planned to occur over the period starting 
Friday October 26" and continuing through Monday October 29", 

» Thirty two activity steps and ten check points were identified to provide status updates to the 
resources assigned and to CFP and ClO-Sector management.

In cycle 2 
testing previously protected will be counted separately. 


» Non-Quebec non-restricted firearms continue to exist because of withdrawn load-n-go transfers: 
withdrawn registrations and old versions of FIN link processing which left expired FINs without 
associated applications 


Withdrawn load-n-go transfers and withdrawn registration issues exist because the delete scripts for the 
firearm table rely on an ownership record (registration) and these firearms have no ownership records. 
The application processing transaction stopped at a point in CFIS that had created a firearm record and 
then the application was either withdrawn or rejected. 


Quebec firearms deleted in error are related to firearm description applications in another province for 
firearms that moved in or out of Quebec.

It was decided that amending the primary delete scripts to 
accommodate these records carried a prohibited level of risk since there was not enough time to 
adequately test the changes prior to the planned delete window.
